Paris, July 15.— The new German offensive to­ 
day did not take the allies by surprise. This time 
the attack was expected. 
The Germans were 
held between Rheims and the Argonne forest, 
where they w ere only able to make slight and in­ 
significant gains, at the cost of terrific sacrifice. 
Simultaneous with the opening of the offensive, 
German infantry on the left wing entered the ac­ 
tion early in the morning. 
The right wing had 
not yet entered the action when this dispatch was 
written.

this water question up with Mr. 
Weakley for nearly 
two 
years 
and he agreed to bring before the 
council a new franchise and we 
would all try to settle this water 
question, but so far he has failed 
to do so.

Sammies Landed 
Murman Coast 
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Americans and British Hold Russian 
Port of Kem. Bolsheviei Flee 
Moscow.

W ith the Am erican Army at the Marne, July 
15 (11 a. m .).— The Germans launched a new of­ 
fensive at 6 o’clock this morning, during which 
they succeeded in crossing the Marne, establish­ 
ing bridge heads on the southern banks. 
The em placem ent of 60 pontoons enabled the 
Germans., to ..receive overpowering reinforce­ 
ments, but the Am ericans counter attacked, lib­ 
erating their com rades who had previously been 
captured, and taking a few German prisoners. 
The counter blow gave time for a withdrawal of 
the artillery. The Germans then assaulted again, 
advancing further, while the Am ericans organiz­ 
ed another counter attack. 
The German attack 
at Vaux, held by Am ericans, m ade in the early 
morning, was a feint. 
The Germans succeeded 
in getting a temporary footing in the village but 
the Am ericans counter attacked and drove them 
out. 
The Am ericans then established new lines 
a quarter of a m ile in advance of their old posi­ 
tions, capturing some prisoners. 
From Conder 
long range Krupp guns co-operated in the attack. 
The Germans assaulted the allied positions in 
Champagne also, but the Am ericans and their 
French supporters are holding out strongly. 
The German» evidently are striking in three directions. 
In 
the Chateau Thierry zone they are attacking towards the west. 
On the Marne and in Champagne they are attempting to press 
due south. Southwest of Kheims the nature of the battle front 
compels them to concentrate their pressure in a southeasterly di­ 
rection.

London. July 15.—American troops have been landed on the 
northern coast of Russia, according to a dispatch today. 
The 
Americans were landed along with British forces on the Murman 
coast. 
The Anglo-American forces have occupied the Russian port 
of Kem on the White Sea and are advancing towards Suroki, 
from which town the local Bolsheviki soviet has been withdrawn 
; to Nirok. 
The commander of the British and American forces 
has issued an appeal to the people to help fight against Ger- 
1 many. The territory on the Russian coast on the Murman zone 
1 has been declared under the protection of the entente. 
The Central News correspondent in Amsterdam wired that 
the information of the occupancy of Russian territory had come 
from Moscow, indicating that the Bolsheviki no longer controls 
the Moscow wireless.

Announcement was made in Moscow by Leon Trotsky that 
the Bolsheviki government would be removed to Murom, said 
a dispatch from Stockholm to the Times. A state of war has been 
declared in the xMurman district of Russia because some of the 
Bolsheviki joined the allies, the dispatch added.

Violent fighting is still raging, but according to latest re­ 
ports the Americans and French are sustaining their positions 
with great gallantry.

The German attacks were preceded by cannonading of great 
violence. Americans, brigaded with the French, are holding part 
of the line around Chateau Thierry and eastward on the southern 
bank of the Marne, It has been previously reported that Ameri­ 
can artillery was linked up with the French in Champaigne.

laid His hand on a few sick folk ami 
healed them.”

The speaker revealed keen witte»|- 
ncis in his thrusts at those who go 
to God as a last resort* He said they 
approached their Maker, much in the 
same altitude, as one doe» a “Quack- 
Poctor.”

The speaker administered a merit­ 
ed rebuke to any who in these times
